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FORCE IN WAR AND PEACE 


Those Who Condemn Armies 
Must Condemn Police Organi- 
zations, He Says in Paper. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—A paper by 
Theodore Roosevelt on “Social Values 
and National Existence’ furnished a 
theme for an animated discussion today 
by the American Sociological Society, in 
annual session here. It was read by 
Prot. Edward A. Ross of the University 

f Wisconsin, president of the society. 


“iafinitely the most important fact to 
remember in connection with the ‘war 
and militarism in rélation to moral and 
social values,’" wrote Roosevelt, “is 
that if an unscrupulous, warlike and 
militaristic nation ts not held in check 
by the warlike ability of a neighboring 
nonmilitaristic and well-behaved na- 
tion, then the latter will be spared the 
necessity of dealing with ‘moral and 
social values,’ because it won't be al- 
lowed to deal with anything. It seems 
te me positively comic to fail to appreci- 
ute, with the example of Belgium before 
our eyes, that the real question which 
modern, peace-loving nations have to 
face is not how the militaristic or war- 
like spirit within their own borders will 
affect these ‘values,’ but how failure 
on their part to resist the militarism of 
an unscrupulous neighbor will affect 
them.” 

Examples of Pacificiem. 
Roosevelt referred to medieval Per- 
sia and Russia and to modern China, 
Korea and Armenia to show what haep- 
pened to nations which applied prac- 
tieally the theortes of pacifists. 

“In the thirteenth century,” seid his 
paper, “Persia had become a highly civ- 
ilized nation with a cultivated class of 
literary men and philoséphers, with 
universities and great mercantile inter- 
ests. These literary men and merchan.¢ 
took toward the realities of war much 
the same attitude that is taken in ovr 
own country by gentlemen of the stamp 
of Messrs. David Sterr Jordan end 
Henry Ford. 

“Unfortunately for these predecessors 
of the modern pacifists, they were m

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Help the Fighting Men Out of the Trenches 
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USED BY GERMANY 
NTS MUNITIONS 


For Eight Months Not a Bale 
Has Beén Used, Bremen State- 
ment Says. 


BREMEN, via London, Dec. 29.—~ 
Germany's experiments with substi- 
tutes for cotton in making gunpow- 
der have been so successful that for 
eight months ne cotton has been 
used. This statement was made by 
the president of the Bremen Cham- 
ber of Commerce to a convention of 
mérchants. 

“I have had the opportunity to es- 
tablish officially that for eight 
months not @ kilogram of cotton has 
been. used for making powder,” he 
said. “Thanks to German ecience and 
industry, we have succeeded in win- 
ning from the immeasurable supply 
ef German forests a cellular material 
whic his cheaper and better suited 
for powder making than cotton. Even 
after the war German ammunition 
factories ll not buy another bale 
of cotton m America. 

“The second important ingredient 
~—saltpeter—is now manufactured ex- 
clusively in German from the air. Our 
factories alread: are so aivanced 
that in the spring they will be able 
cover the entire requirements for 
nitrogen, and if the war lasts longer 
they will even be able to éxport this 
product.” , 
The speaker .also asserted that 
campher, for seven years produced 
synthetically from Ameriacn turpen- 
tine, is new obtained by chemica) 
means from synthetic turpentine. 
After the war there will be no more 
importation of camphor from Japan 
or turpentine from America.

Twe Steamers Are Sunk; Crew ef One

LONDON, Dec. 29.—The steamer 
Van Stirum, 3284 tons, has been sunk. 
The crew was landed. She was owned 
by the British Admiralty. 

The Swedish steamer Neresus, of 
1229 tong gross, was sunk in the 
North Sea on Christmas day. The 
crew drifted about in two boats in 
terrific weather until Monday when 
they were picked up. 


Greece Doesn't Object to Eutrance of 
Bulgars, Sefia Paper Says. 

BERLIN, via London, Dec. 29.——A

Allied Base, as Viewed in Aus- 
tria, is Without Strategical 
Importance. 


COSTLY FOR’ ENTENTE 


Difficulties of Maintaining 600,- 
000 Men at End of Line 
Pointed Out. 


VIENNA, via London, Dec. 29.—The 
operations of the central Powers against 
the Anglo-French army in Greece were 
temporarily suspended in deference to 
Greek susceptibilities regarding the Bul- 
garians, when the entente expedition re- 
treated across the frontier. 

The operations may possibly not. be 
resumed. If Greece has no objection to 
leaving Saloniki inefhe hands of the 
British and French, a further offensive 
movement, it is reported, may not be 
undertaken by the Austro-Germans, 
who, In that case, would merely stand 
on the defensive in highly favorable 
positions along the Bulgaro-Macedonian 
frontier. 

Saloniki, as viewed here, has no strate- 
gic importance. So long as Bulgaria is 
able to defend Southern Macedonia and 
her own borders, the occupation of Sa- 
loniki by the entente allies is not looked 
upon as a menace to any of the inter- 
ests of the central Powers, Bulgaria 
and Turkey. It is considered here that 
an offensive against Saloniki would be 
a political rather than a military meas- 
ure, and from the political standpoint, tt 
is pointed out, the value of such an of- 
fensive would be highly problematical, 
since the oecupation even temporarily 
of Greek territory would involve only 
embarrassments and no adyantages. 

The press reports indicate that the al- 
lies intend to make Sgiontki the base for 
600,000 men caused no perturbation in 
Vienna, as the entente troops will have 
to be met in any case, and it is argued 
that the expeditionary forces are operat- 
ing at the end of the longest, the most 
hazardous and most expensive supply 
line of the war, while the Bulgarian

The terms named irciude the restora- 
tion of Belgian sovereignty under cer- 
tain conditions, no annexation “ of 
i‘rench territory, the separation of .“o- 
land from Russia, as an independent 
kingdom under a German Prince, the 
restoration of all the German colonies, 
the payment of an indemnity which 
would assume the form of transfer to 
Germany of Russia's indebtedness to 
France amounting to sorne 18,000,000,000 
francs and payment for a term of years 
of an annual contribution by Belgium 
€qual to the amount hitherto spent an- 
nually on the Belgian military estab- 
lishment. A similar contribution 
would be expected from Russia or ro- 
land, this point not being clear’ in the 
article. 

Whether the Belgian territory would 
be restored entirely is not spe.«.ed in 
the newspaper, but it is stated that the 
counry would be pol .., that is, gar- 
risoned by Germany until the payment 
of the contribution were ended and tbat: 
measures would be tasen to prevent 
Belgium from’ serving as an Anglo- 
Krench outpost, either by treaty avr- 
rangements or perhaps through “pledgos 
turned over to Germany, the latter 
phrase apparently referring to the re- 
tention of the Meuse fortresses.

The re- 
monstrators demanded better food. 

J. K, Codding, recently appointed War- 
den of the’ prison, said today he be- 
lieved practically ali of the 300 con- 
victs*at work in the mine yesterday 
were awaré of the planned demonstra- 
tion. Prison officials learned of it, how- 
ever, only after the descent of Prof. R. 
L. Grider of the mining and engineering 
school of the University of Kansas and 
@ party of 12 students on a trip of in- 
spection. Ags soon as the cage stopped 
at the bottom of the mine a committee 
of prisoners separated the visitors and 
took Prof. Grider to the mise stables, 
where 12 of the prison guards already 
had been captured and imprisoned by 
the miners. 

At different points in the mine pris- 
eners held the six other guards at bay 
with mine picks, threatening them with 
death if they made an outcry. The 
prisoners had overpowered the guards 
one by one, several convicts falling upon 
each official at an opportune moment. 
Then the guards were ‘taken into the 
stables. 

The convicts worked with the greatest 
system and nothing was known above 
ground about conditions in the workings 
until Prof. Grider induced the convicts 
to permit the university party to as- 
cend. 

Then the story was told Warden Cod- 
ding and at 4 o’clock prison officials 
agreed to the demands for better food 
and agreed to meet a committee of 
Prisoners to talk over working condi- 
tions.

Shevlin’s illness assumed serious 
proportions last Thursday, and “since 
then he had been gradually’ declining. 

A 
telegram was sent to a Chicago special- 
ist to hufry te the sick man’s bedside 
by special train. 

After leaving Yale at the close of the 
Shevlin went to 
California to rest. Last Wednesday he 
returned to his home here and the fol- 
lowing day was taken down with pneu- 
monia. Four physicians were summoned 
to attend him, but the patient grad- 
ually sank until death came today. 

During Shevlin’s career Yale de- 
featei1 Harvard four times, and 
Princeton three fimés. 

Captained Yale in 1905. 

During the training season he iost 12 
pounds. The rest in California did him 
good, but because of business matters 
at home he cut short his vacation and 
came home still in a somewhat weak- 
ened condition. 

Since the days when he wore a “Y” 
at Yale, Sheviin had always stood ready 
to come to the aid of his alma mater 
as football adviser and coach. Last 
fall he struggled hard to whip the Yale 
aggregation into shape to meet Har- 
vard, and the subsequent overwhelming 
defeat preyed on his mind. 

Probably no more sensational. athlete 
ever played on Yale teams than Thom- 
as Lee Shevlin. He -was an all-round 
star in athletics, being identified while 
at Yale with virtually every branch 
of sport. However, his greatest fame 
came from prowess on the gridiron. For 
four years he was accorded the honor 
of being picked for all-American end. 

On the Yale track team and crew 
Shevlin also shone as a estar, carrying a 
*Y”" in each. He played on the base- 
ball team in his freshman year. 

After his graduation Shevlin was 
credited for several victories which 
his school won on the gridiron. Twice 
he came out of the Northwest to pull 
the Elis out of the mire. His work 
last fall in leading Yale to victory 
over Princeton is of recent memory. 

Carried $2,000,000 Insurance. 

Shevlin is said to have recently ta- 
kefi out an insurance policy for $1,000,000. 
This, with other policies, is said to bring 
his total insurance to nearly $2,000,000. 

The will of Sheviin’s father, who died 
in the spring of 192, gave the bulk: of 
his estate, valued then at $1,500,000, to 
Shevlin and two sisters. 

“Sometime before his death the father 
desired to abandon his business life 
and shift some of the details to his son. 
He organized the Shevlin Company, in 
which the son and two sisters, Mrs. 
David D. Tenney and Mrs. George C. 
Bockwith, became principal stockhold- 


On Oct. 17, 1911, Mr. Sheviin was in- 
sured for $500,000 in favor of the Shevlin 
company. Much of his heavy aggregate 
of insurance was held with his business 
interests as beneficiary.

Exacts From Prisoners, 

It was learned today that after he 
was informed of his indictment, Osborne 
addressed the 16000 prisoners at Sing Ging 
gathered in the mess hall, told them 
that it is possible that he would be sus. 
pended and exacted from them a prom- 
ise to live up to the principles of the 
Mutual Welfare League and to con- 
tinue order and discipline. 

Every prisoner in the hall stood up 
to pledge himself os requested. 

The grand jury has been investigat- 
ing conditions at the prison for six 
weeks. There are six counts in the in- 
dictments. . 

Osborne issued a statement last night 
at the Hotel Belmont, in which he said: 

“At a meeting in Yonkers some weeks 
ago I spoke of the grand jury perform- 
ance at White, Plains as ‘Not an investi- 
gation, but a conspiracy.’ The result 
has justified my assefrtidn. 

‘Because I have run Sing Sing with 
business honesty and efficiency I have 
made —. hated by the corrupt po- 
litical elements that have long utilized 
the prison for their own foul purposes. 

“Because I have reduced vice and dis- 
order to a minimum within the prison 
I have incurred the hatred of the few 
prisoners who had long enjoyed special 
privileges at the expense of. their fel- 


lows. 


Ufea Best Ability, He Says. 

“Because 1 have served the State to 
the best of my ability, the very machin- 
ery of the law intended for the protec- 
tion of society has been prostituted 
from its high purpose to serve the vilest 
ends by means equally vile. 

“This is not my personal fight. It 
belongs.to every citizen of the State of 
New York. It is not one innocent man 
alone that has been indicted. This at- 
tack is directed against every othér hon- 
est office holder in the State, every be- 
Never in decency in private life, every 
other believer in fair dealing between 
man and man, every other man who has 
endeavored to miake nid faith in God a 
living prificiple of action. 

“I have no fear of the result. No jury 
will be blind enough, no court wnfair 
enough, to carry this conspiracy to ulti- 
mate success. The real question Is: 
‘What do the people of New York State 
propose to do about it.’”’. 

The indictments were handed up to 
Justice Morschauser in the Supreme 
Court at White Plains shortly before 
4 o’clock yesterday. Foreman Andrew 
Buchanan asked permission for the jury 
to take a recess until Jan. 11 and it is 
not known what furthér action is in 
contemplation, though Assistant District 
Attorney Fallon hiated that other Sing 
Sing affairs may be investigated. 

The indictment charging mismanage- 
ment fills 22 typewritten pages. In sum- 
mary its counts are as follows:

WIFE MADE PUBLIC 


He Asked Her to Write Him of 
“Every Little Trick,” Even to 
Which Shoe She Put on First. 


DIVORCE SUIT EVIDENCE 


They First Lived Apart in Hope 
He Could Get Money From 
Mother Who Opposed Marriage. 


DETROIT, Dec. 2—Mrs. Juliette 
Smith Northrop today made public 99 
letters, which she received in less than 
a year from her husband, Murray S5. 
Northrop of St. Louis, and which she 
says she will present as evidence in her 
divorce suit, recently filed here. They 
reveal that Northrop remained away 
from her for a considerable period in the 


hope of getting funds from his mother, 
Mrs. Reid Northrop, a wealthy St. Louis 
widow, who never has become  recon- 
ciled to his marriage with “Judy,’’ to 
whom she is said to have referred con- 
temptuously as a dancer and an act- 
ress. 

The Northrops were married in Chica- 
go in May, 1914, and lived in St. Louis 
and New York hotels for a time, rpend- 
ing much of their time, when in  .t. 
Louis, dancing at the Sunset riill Coun- 
try Club. Their efforts to raise funds 
with which to pay their hotel bills w.re 
narrated yesterday in the Post-Dis- 
patch. He is 2% and she is 21. 


Parted in Two Months. 

They had been married only about two 
months when Northrop left his bride 
and began writing the series of letters, 
which his wife has numbered from 1 to 
vy, ana which she now plans to exhibit 
at the alimony hearing here Jan. 8. 

Letter No. 1, written in New York, 
July 20, 1914, states: 

Il told mother I would not give you 
up, so she is going to leave me, and let 
me dig for myself. It’s too bad. God, 
littie girl, I want to do all .«. can for 
you and get back into your good gracés 
and show the world. The man I saw 
this morning told me to take the girl 
in preference to the family. That’s what 
1 want to do,” 

Northrop’s third letter was written 
from St. Louis, Sept. 23, 1914, on Plant- 
ers Hotel stationery. It follows: 

“My Dearest Judy—Every night I am 
by myself thinking about you and pray- 
ing as devotedly as I know ‘how that 
you will join me—I cry a great deal 
and pray all the time. God, will you 
ever come to me? I am just pining 
away longing for you—-I WANT YOU, 
and if you don’t come I do not know 
what will happen to me. Now, my 
parting words are this: ‘Won't you come 
to me just as quickly as you can? May 
God guide you towards me and protect 
you ig my constant prayer. Don’t these 
letters mean anything to you* ” 

Northrop was in St. Louis, Oct. 7, 1915, 
when he wrote the fifth letter, as fol- 
lows: 

“Dearest: Tonight for the show. I am 
going to doll up in my Tuxedo. Maybe 
it will bring me luck.”’ 

Letters From Of] Fields, 

Last February Northrop went to the 
Oklahoma oil fields, and wrote frequent- 
ly from Muskogee and Tulsa. In one he 
lamented that the State was dry, and 
that cigarettes were prohibited. (In her 
crossbill Mrs. Northrop states that her 
husband's allegations that she had “af- 
fairs’ with other men were the result 
of his drinking and smoking cigarettes.) 

“If you didn’t have my love," he 
wrote, “maybe you would like me bet- 

r, but I can't conceal it. A more 
truthful saying was never said, “What 
we have we don't want, and what we 
want, we can’t have.”” Once we made a 
bargain, that, if one got cross, the other 
would laugh. Why have we failed?’ 

Northrop was in Chicago last April, 
after visiting his wife, and wrote that 
he hoped this would be their last sepa- 
ration. He told her. to writé him in 
care of T. A. Bell, in Muskogee, and 
“then Mrs. Northrop (his mother) will 
know nothing about it. You remember 
Miss Long drove at the St. Louis Horse 
Show. Got a postal from mother say- 
ing she went to the Long farm. Soon ag 
the doctor says you can come, let me 
know, and I'll see what can be done. 
‘Cause I sure want you as soon as I 
can get you.” 

Latter No. @&, written April 9 last, 
from Muskogee, was what Northrop 
himself styled “‘some letter.” It was 
filled with endearing terms, and ended 
with, ‘“‘Hope I feel better tomorrow or 
I'm afraid I can’t turn that $1,000,000 
tomorrow. A million kisses. Can't you 
write me twice a day? There we tears 
in my eyes. God, I'm lonely.” 

Next day, before retiring, Northrop 
wrote: 

“Sure am lonely for you, as usual. 
Can't wait for your letter each day. 
Don’t fall me. Dearest one, please tell 
me all you do each day. Don't miss a 
trick, even which foot you put your 
shoe on first.” 

His letter the following day: 

“My dear little girl: Malled you some 
little flowers today. God help me to 
stick it out; it will help me. Won't you 
help me? Really, dear, you don't realize 
how helpless lam. Everything depends 
for our best advantage on waiting just 
a little while. Then we can tell thera 
all to g0 to h—. Leave it to me, but 
do your part in Detroit. Now, dearest, 
I love you and you me. God, I want 
you, but don’t you see we must first buy 
something with her money and then 
all will be well.” 

In another letter, April 14, he wrote 
“Am inclosing, picture of the dare-devil | 


driver—Northrop—and his speed car. 
What do you think about it? It is some 
ar. Got 52 miles an hour in second 
speed the other day.”’ 

Wanted te Go Back to Detroit. 

Letter No. 99 was written July 16, 4 
few weeks before Mrs. Northrop sued 
for divorce. Northrop, after apologiz- 
ing for leaving his wife when she was 
il, wrote: “Let's go back to Detroit 
and I'll go out to Henry Ford and get @ 
job and we can live where real hap- 
piness is. Won't you? That's what I 
want to do, and if Mrs. N. (his mother) 
wishes to help her son she can do it 
there. C. H. will let me use the car.” 

This letter was signed ‘““Murphy,” and 
in a postscript Northrop wondered who 
gave him the name of Murphy and said 
he rather “liked it.”’ 

Other letters referred to his progress 
in the Northrop-Bell Oil and Gas Co., 
of which he was secretary and general 
manager. Northrop’s father, who was 
a cousin of George Gould, lived at 23 
Washington terrace, St. Louis, but that 
home has been sold and Mrs. Reid 
Northrop is living at the Westmoreland 
Hotel in St. Louis. 

Northrop, it is said, met his wife ina 
Detroit cafe, where he danced with her 
and then escorted her home. She was 
Mrs. Juliétte Gilmore, a young widow. 
Her first husband, with whom she eloped 
when she was 16, died a year after their 
marriage.

Assistant Circuit Attorney, 74, 
Has Grip and Bronchial Com- 
plications. 


C. Orrick Bishop, Assistant Circuit At- 
torney, who is 74 years old, is seriously 
ill at the home of his cousin, Mrs. C, L. 
Pearson, 5795 Berlin avenue. He is suf- 
fering from grip and bronchial trouble, 
and visitors in the past two days have 
not been permitted to see him. 

Bishop has been connected with the 
administration of justice in St. Louis 
at intervals more than 3 years. He 
acted as prosecutor in the famous South- 
ern Hotel Maxwell-Preller murder case 
in 1885. He was associated with Joseph 
W. Folk in the prosecution of the boodle 
cases of 1902 and 1903, his specialty be- 
ing the work of legal detail. Folk later, 
as Governor, made Bishop a Circuit 
Judge for an unexpired term, and Bishop 


ran for election to the bench, but was 
beaten. He was one of the survivors 
of the Missouri Athletic Club fire of 
March, 1914, in which 3 men were killed.

If the welfare of the 
Government were always identical with the wel- 
fare of the State and the people, the Government 
might be trusted to determine what should be 
printed and what should not be printed in the 
newspapers. But suppose the Government is 
corrupt; suppose the Government is incompetent; 
suppose the Government is in control of classes 
whose interests are inimical to the interests of 
the people—newspapers might then be suppressed 
and articles forbidden which would give the peo- 
ple invaluable information about their Govern- 
ment, its corruption, incompetence or selfish pur- 
poses which threaten the vital interests of the 
people, or the very life of the State. 

The interests or ambitions of a governing class 
may force a people into a disastrous war if gov- 
ernmental purposes and acts are not freely ex- 
posed and discussed in the newspaper press. 

A free press is essential to the forming of en- 
lightened and sound public opinion. 

No attacks that have been made upon Germany 
and Germans in this country have surpassed in 
malignance those made upon the President and 
the Government in behalf of Germany by the 
hyphenated press for the purpose of controlling 
governmental policy against public interest. Yet 
no hyphenated newspaper or periodical has been 
suppressed. 

For the protection of individuals from slander 
and abuse we have libel laws. We believe it bet- 
ter that some érrors creep into print than that 
any truth be suppressed. 

In respect of the freedom of speech and the 
press, our way differs from that of Germany— 
our culture is higher. We agree with Thomas 
Jefferson in his immortal defense of free speech: 

Error of opinion may be tolerated where 
reason is free to combat it. 

The liberty of speaking and writing guards 
our Uberties. 

The basis of our Government being the 
opinion of the people, the very first object 
should be to keep that right; and were it left 
to me to decide whether we should have a 
Government without newspapers or newspa- 
pers without a Government, I should not hesi- 
tate a moment to prefer the latter.

ANOTHER AUTOMOBILE PERIL. 

Dr. Appelbach, an official employed about the 
public health in Chicago, has made a careful 
analysis of the stuff we so constantly breathe in 
the streets—automobile gas. In the noisome 


carbon monoxide. There is not enough of the 
poison to kill pedestrians outright, but there is 
many a headache in it, the analyst affirms, and 
attacks of vertigo and nausea on the downtown 
Streets are frequently due to it, he _ believes. 
These are in reality “‘mild cases” of what medi- 
cine knows as “petromortis.” As its name im- 
plies, the latter is fatal poisoning. 

The automobile has come to stay, and gasoline 
will continue to be used for power, but more 
regulation is evidently necessary in cities. 
Motors cannot be permitted to trespass indefi- 
nitely upon the limited air we are vouchsafed 
between high walls and under a smoke blanket. 
The comfort, health and lives of too many people 
are jeopardized, The automobile downtown in 
congested districts is becoming more and more of 
a nuisance, a traffic difficulty and a menace to 
health. 

In St. Louis the regulation of the automobile’s 
use is lax and insufficient for public protection. 
Machines “park” everywhere. Smoky motors, 
diffusing more poison than necessary, are tol- 
erated. Such ordinances as we have regulating 
fumes, lights and speed are but loosely enforced. 
The careless motorist dreads neithér police nor 
courts. Incidentally our casualties and fatalities 
are excessive. Regard for public rights and pub- 


becomes a bigger “problem” every day. 

Yet the problem can be largely solved by regu- 
lation. The perils and the nuisance can be min- 
imized, and it would be vastly to the interest of 
the municipality to undertake the task intelli- 
gently

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VON BISSING ON THE CAVELL BLUNDER. 

The mind of military bureaucracy was working 
in its normal fashion when Gen. von Bissing, 
Governor of Belgium, was interviewed about the 
execution of Miss Cavell. He could not under- 
stand why the whole world is concerned about 
the case. To him the fact that even Berlin re- 
gards the act as a blunder was only “very inter- 
esting” and another example of the disposition of 
some persons to make “mountains out of mole- 
hills.” 

The General’s statement, which contains the ad- 
mission that the nurse was not charged with es- 
pionage, leaves disinterested opinion where it 
was before. Her only offense was assisting dis- 
tressed persons to escape from the misery of Bel- 
gium.
